Or even
if this is not the oaly thing to stain
the innogance. of this .eily, the prom-
inenos which Mayor Bishop will give it,
will make it appear 20, which in all the same,
1t will make people oblivious of their own
sins, and lead them to thank God that they
are not as these unfortunate women, and this
i# ns near virtoe a8 many get. No goarter
(except watch-house quarters) hould be given
to womon who walk tho stroets cither before
or ufter nidnight for o livelihood; or to or
from thelr means of livelibood, The ten houy
system of labor is only allowed to the lords
of creation. Fora laboring woman to quit
work before nightfall, wonld be ealled flying
in the fice of Providence, especinlly by her
own aex, who—the dear crestures!—mrely
feal aw if thoy have got emough out of the
seamsiress to compensate for her munificent
wages, The livelihood of these and of all
women who labor for it, will often bring
ther on the strect aftor nightfll, and within
Mayor Bishop's moral-reform clutch. This is
one of the virtues of the movement, It brings
all poor women to & level. Afler an exhibition
in the Police Court, and perhaps alter being
“sent up'' for thirty days for want of money
Lo pay the costs, and after having their pic-
tures taken and husg wp on exhibition, as
was humanely proposed by nnother city
paper, it is not probahle that the purest
woman in the city could get employment in
Mayor Bishop's or any other respectable and
orthodox family, and she wonld compelled
to go on the steoel fur a livelibood. Thus
Mayor Bishop's moral-reform machine will
constantly peoduce a sapply of the raw mate-
rial; while, as to rodueing the present stock,
the movement proposes nothing of the kind;
it only puts them in the station-houses over
night and brings them into Court next morn-
ing, and makes them pay tho costs, thus
miaking them i sourco of revenue to the city—
bringing good out of evil, and increasing
their necessity for taking o the ntreet.

It in probable that for a woman to be poor
and obliged to Inbor for a livelihood, is, to n
woll-regulated mind] “quits as serions an
offense ad Wilking the stepets after nightfall,
snd it ls not to be expected that Mayor Bishop
will regard any discrimination betwesn the
two as at all important, and we will not urge
#oy; but if any means which way curtail
this great moral spoctacle could be allowed,
wo would suggest that Mayor Bishiop cause
all the bells of the city to ring a female alarm
for o gquarter of an hour previous to nightfall,
to warn women that afles thst time all who
are found on the sireel unattended will be
taken to'the station-houses. This courtesy
is extended to the negross in Charleston,
We would by no menns starile Mayor Bishop
by pretending shat our Isborlng women nre
a1 good nn the Charleston negroes; yet the
supecior humanity which we claim for the
people of the Nerth miny accord this even to
working woman, .

1% is o moaxim of lnw that it is better that
ninety-nino guilty porsons shonld escape jus-
ties than thint ome indocent person should be
wrongfolly punished. This, however, ap-
plics only to the lords of creation,  All good
rules nee reversed in thele application to wo-
men. It is far Detler that any number of
innocent poor women, who may be in the
ireet whter pightlull for any of the thousand
necessities o which the poor are subject,
shonld be ‘seized in the street by Mayor
Bishop's police, caged with a lot of the aban-
doped, and exhibited in the Police Court,
which would damn any poor womnn's char-
weter, than that one “unfortudate female”
sbould wall the street with and immoral
purpose,
